The wholesale price of sugar at New 
York since the 1022 tariff was passed 
has ave,aged a little over C cen IS 
a pound; the average, for three years 
before the war was a little over Do­ 
cents; an increase of 30 to 35 per 
cent. 
The average increase in the 
price of all commodities has been 45 
per cent. 
Seventy per cent of Cuban 
sugar (our chief supply) is controlled 
by four or five groups which operate 
on foreigii soil beyond reach of our 
Sherman anti-trust law. 
But for the 
competition of Amt rican beet sugar, 
these four or five groups would con­ 
trol absolutely tile price of sugar in 
the United States. 
The lit publican 
tariff has preserved and fostered the 
beet sugar industry.

It 
would be interesting to know whethei 
the various minorities in the United 
States are prepared to sacrifice theii 
right to freedom of speech under the 
present Constitution and subordinate 
such right th the will e l a congree 
ion a I majority.
